For High School 

The CnaasrvaUofi OosuslUw of 
the Is aak Walton Ln|w, oonata* 
ting of A- J McDonald, Paul Lang 
and Chart#* East, hm been work¬ 
ing quietly for the paat few moat ha 
on one of the most elaborate pro¬ 
ject* of the yousg organisation's 
existence,—the creation of a wild¬ 
life refuge and outdoor biological 
laboratory for the Greenbelt High 
School. Co nsi d e rable exploration 
work has been done aad the pro¬ 
ject has been dlacumed with Mr. 
Cor mack, community manager, 
who has advised as to areas in the 
vicinity of the high school sot al¬ 
ready allocated, which will prjb- 
ably not be in demand for resi¬ 
dential building or other gnirpnt— 
A Mia near the high s chool hm 
been tentatively appro v ed by the 
high sc h ool, the Maryland Ga ve 
and Island Fish Commission, and 
the Soil Conservation Service. The 
Government will soon be requested 
for a lease on the area. 

Far Research 

The immediate purpose of the 
refuge I* to provide an outdoor 
laboratory in which the high 
school students can carry on ex¬ 
periments in soil conservation, 
wild bird and animal propagation. 
And planting of shrub* for orna¬ 
ment aad to provide food for wild¬ 
life. If the lease Is obtained there 
will be plenty of opportunity for 
adult* to get rid of that restless 
feeling. While the work of main¬ 
taining the refuge is supposed to 
be dr*ne by the students, there is 
so much to do that they will need 
belp. A boundary fence will be 
aeaded; the water supply in the 
draw will n ee d to be conserved 
by the construction of dams; a 
the cleared area will need to be 
enlarged, if such birds as quail 


The long-range aim of the pro¬ 
ject, which is also one of the car¬ 
dinal objectives of the Izaak Wal¬ 
ton League, is nation-wide organi¬ 
zed effort at conservation of the 
nation’s resources.

Mr. Cormaek points out that 
there are many convenient and 
suitable sliding places around the 
center, and urges all parents to 
keep their children from using the 
underpass for sliding.

Community Manager Charles M 
Cormaek made the following 
statement to the Cooperator re¬ 
garding the new regulations: "In¬ 
structions have been iss u ed to the 
heating staff to make necessary 
adjustments to control* to limit 
temperature* to the prescribed 
maxi mums. While, up to date, we 
have been able to obtain oil de¬ 
liveries under our contract* the 
situation is daily beco m ing more 
critical. It is necessary to ask for 
the fullest measure of cooperation 
on the part of all residents, in 
order that we may successfully 
come through this critical period 
and do our part in relieving pos¬ 
sible suffering on the part of 
others. Ail possible efforts will be 
made to maintain uniform tem¬ 
peratures throughout the project, 
in some instances, In order to pro¬ 
vide heat to dwellings at the end 
ol long heating supply lines, 
dwellings nearer to the boiler 
room may be somewhat over¬ 
heated. In these cases, residents 
are urged to turn off the radiators 
and to hold the temperatures of 
their dwelling as nearly as prac¬ 
ticable to the limits set in the 
President’s Order.”

This 1948 is a heavy year—15 cases already, and still at 
least two months before* the season is over. You look 
around the court for your own little Billy, fear clutching at 
your heart. Should you let him go swimming with the 
other kids? Does that increase the likelihood of his catch- 
rag polio? Oh! Why don’t they find out what causes it, 
and how to prevent and cure it? What would I do if Billy 
-—you won’t even let yourself carry the thought to its con- 
5i U8 I?. n ‘ ^ our purse, no more than your heart, can stand 
the thought. You don’t have $1000 to put out now to keep 
damage to a minimum. 

But there is an Infantile Paralysis Foundation, estab¬ 
lished for a dual purpose: research on a national scale, 
relief locally. Now, in February, the March of Dimes has 
found Greenbelters so apathetic that we are failing dismal¬ 
ly to meet our quota. 

Half of the money which you contribute (by Sunday, 
extended closing date) will go to the national fund, to buy 
equipment and materials for experiments and research. 
The other half will go to the Prince Georges County fund, 
to provide for doctors’ and hospital bills when polio strikes. 

Woultf our response be better if the March of Dimes ap¬ 
proached us in August?

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Water Shortage 
In Area Caused 
By Dam Freeze 

Residents of Greenbelt and sur¬ 
rounding areas in this county melt¬ 
ed snow to obtain water when a 
frozen dam near Laurel caused a 
major water stoppage. 

According to PHA manager 
Charles M. Cormack, water short¬ 
ages began to, appear in the upper 
part of Greenbelt around 5:30 Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. Chief Mainten¬ 
ance Engineer Charles T. McDon¬ 
ald promptly investigated and re¬ 
ported the situation to the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion, located in Hyattsville, the or¬ 
ganization from which Greenbelt 
buys its water supply. Meanwhile, 
PHA maintenance crews were un¬ 
able to locate any breaks in the 
mains connecting the town with 
the reservoir on Hurley hill, where 
the town’s supply is stored. 

Freeze At Laurel 

About 10:30 on Saturday night, 
Mr. Cormack stated, the Commis¬ 
sion’s representative reported that 
there had been a freezing of the 
dam near Laurel from which the 
the local supply is taken, and simi¬ 
lar damage to mechanical appara¬ 
tus connected with the dam. The 
Commission then proceeded to es¬ 
tablish connections with mains be¬ 
longing to the District of Columbia 
Commission’s system. However, it 
was nearly noon on Sunday be¬ 
fore the higher sections of Green¬ 
belt found service restored com¬ 
pletely. 

First Major Mishap 

Mr. Cormack commented that 
the water shortage was the first 
major mishap in the Greenbelt sys¬ 
tem in the ten years of the town’s 
operation and resulted from “a 
very unusual combination of cir¬ 
cumstances.” Water for the town 
is purchased from the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission, 
which stores its water at the 
Laurel dam, treats it at Burnt Mills 
and Willis School, Maryland and 
stores it in a 2,000,000 gallon tank 
at the top of Hurley Hill, located 
at the end of Ridge Road. 

Mr. Cormack emphasized that 
the water stored in the tank also 
supplies Berwyn, Beltsville and 
Branchville, which explains why 
the town was unable to supply it¬ 
self from the reservoir. Greenbelt 
uses up to 700,000 gallons a day 
and would normally have a three- 
day supply from this tank, but 
Greenbelt is considerably higher 
than surrounding areas and conse¬ 
quently lost out when water pres¬ 
sure ran low. 

Not Satisfied 

However, Mr. Cormack added 
that he is not fully satisfied with 
the delay in getting the flow estab¬ 
lished, once the emergency connec¬ 
tions had been made. “We are 
studying the situation carefully and 
are checking all valves on both our 
‘mains and those operated by the 
Commission,” Mr. Cormack stated. 
There is a possibility that there 
may be a defective valve in the 
system. Mr. Cormack conferred 
with town manager James T. Gob- 
bel. Maintenance Engineer Angus 
McDonald, and two representatives 
of the Commission Tuesday in fur¬ 
ther efforts to obtain a complete 
report of the situation. 

AH Phone At Once 

The emergency situation result¬ 
ing from the water failure on 
Saturday afternoon resulted in a 
jamming of Greenbelt’s telephone 
service, according to town manager 
James T. Gobbel. Many residents 
were unable to get a dial tone for 
hours, since nearly everyone in 
Greenbelt was trying to find out 
from the police station the source 
of the water trouble and the status 
of the situation. 

New Operator 

Mr. Gobbel added that a “brand 
new” operator was on duty that 
day, making it a doubly strenuous 
afternoon for her. He commented 
that such a situation is not good, 
since it makes real emergency calls 
difficult to complete. (The town 
switchboard records emergency 
calls for the PHA office on week¬ 
ends when the federal offices are 
closed.)

Psychiatric Clinic Opened At U. Of M. 


A mental hygiene clinic, first of 
its kind in the nation, opened last 
week at the University of Mary¬ 
land as the first step in a Public 
Health program to prevent mental 
disease. This clinic will be free of 
charge. Patients may make ap¬ 
pointments on their own, or may 
be referred to the clinic by pri¬ 
vate physicians, schools, courts, or 
welfare agencies. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Kinzer, super¬ 
visor of community and family 
services for Greenbelt, served on 
the original committee which help¬ 
ed to secure this clinic for the 
state. The clinic was made possible 
by the National Health Act of 1947, 
which allocated $7,500,000 as part 
of a program to prevent mental 
disease. When it became known 
that the government would estab¬ 
lish one of the three projected cli¬ 
nics in this area, both the state of 
Viriginia and Montgomery County 
were anxious to have it located in 
their districts, but the fact that 
space was available at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland made it pos¬ 
sible for the clinic to be located in 
Prince Georges County. One of 
two other clinics to be established 
later will be located in the Middle 
West, the other on the West CoasG 
Prychiatric Services 

This clinic will benefit the resi¬ 
dents of Prince Georges County by 
supplying all-purpose psychiatric 
services for the whole of the coun¬ 


ty. The county will be, in effect, a 
laboratory for the control and 
study of mental diseases from the 
community standpoint, and case 
histories will be used for research 
in psychiatry and for community 
mental health education. 

The clinic, which will be open 
five days a week, is headed by Dr. 
Mabel Ross, child psychiatrist for¬ 
merly with Johns Hopkins Hospi¬ 
tal, The staff, including a full-time 
psychologist, two psychiatric social 
workers, and a public health nurse, 
will work with the University of 
Maryland psychology department. 

Among its functions,, the clinic 
plans to: 

1. Provide out-patient treatment 
for persons in need of hospital care 
—particularly those in the early 
stages of mental illness, when the 
prospect for cure is greatest- 

2. Help the schools in solving 
such behavior disorders as retarded 
progress and truancy. 

3. Help social agencies solve the 
emotional problems of children in 
broken and foster homes. 

4. Provide consultative service to 
courts. 

5. Advise doctors when consulta¬ 
tive advice from private practicing 
psychiatrists is unavailable. 

6. Serve public mental hospitals 
hv prehospitalization investigations 
and follow-up treatment for pa¬ 
tients after their release from the 
hospital.
